After two weoks of a game of “fox
and geose” Hood found himself in the
presence of a large body of Sherman’s
troops In the mountains of northwest.

Repeatad dis-
nater and retreat bhad Olled the hearts
of his battle searred voterans with
the prevalling hopelessness.

Hood marched westward across Aln-
bama 150 miles, victuniing and equip-
plug hls army en route for thelr won-
derful venture into hostile territory.
By the middle of November he was
cronsing the Tennesses at Florence,
Ala. His numbers, fncluding the cav-
alry that would joln him, were about
40,000, Sherman belleved that his lieu-
tenant, General Thomas, with a corps
of about 12,000 wen under General D.
M, Btanley, and an indefinite force of
mounted aud dismounted cavalry,
could hold the line of the Tennessee
river and keep Hood south of it. He

In point of fact, Hood went around
the Federal army, wsupposed to be
guarding the southern border of Ten-
nesser, and once across the river made
for Columbla, on Duck river, the dl-
rect route to Nashville, The ever slert
Forrest preceded him and was oo
the polnt of wselging the crossings of
the river when the advance of the Fed-
oral army under Bchofleld, falling back
by forced marches upon Nashville,
come up to dispute the way, Schofield
beld and fortifled Columbla,

Mennwhbile Generul J, H. Wilson, &
envalryman under Sheridan in Virginla,
had renchied Tennessee to lead Thomas'
cavalry, When he reached the front
along Duck river he found his troopers
ecoplng with Forrest, who was beut on
erossing above Columbia, east, to weise
roads leading to Bpring R, in Bcho
fleld’s rear, 50 as to cut bim off from

| Naahville. Wilson warned Schofleid to

abandon Columbla and, strangely
enougli, drew back his own force by a
route farther east through Hurt's Cor
ners und Mount Carmel, leaving the
road open (0 Forrest to dash on to
Bpring HilL

But Bebofleld, for all, had the inside
track to the key point and, acting on
Wilson's warning, bad sent General
Btanley with all speed back from Co-
lumbla toward Spring Hill, It was
the 20th of November, the day of all
others In 1864 when, If luck counts
nt ali in war, the Confederacy had a
Inst chanee. At poon that day Stan
ley's mwen double gulcked Into Bpring
HIill and soon began to Nght with For-
rest's troopers for the mastery, For
rest wan beaten, and Stanley held the
road open,

Yot Forrest was not Hood's best card
In this gnmwe, At the bead of his lead-
Ing divislon, n crack body of men un-
der the Intrepld General Cloburne, he
bud crossed Duck river at Huey's and
at noon of that day was marching bold-
Iy northwestward to the plke between
Columbia and Spring Hill and between
Btanley's lsolated division and Scho
fleld's main force nt Columbla. More
over, he had left the corps of General
B. D). Lee south of Duck river and In
front of Columbia to attack Schofield
and push him along the plke into the
trap prepared for him at Spring HilL
At that moment there was nothing to
stay the march of Hood's 40,000 Con-
federntes on Nashville, Loujaville and
the north except BStanley’s band of
4,000 wen at Spring HIl and a mob
of unorganized recruits and convales
oents at Nashiville with Thomas,

The hope of the west lay with Beho-
field, and he was virtualy surround-
ed and cuot off at Columble. Hood's
hope—-the forlorn chanee of the south-—
lay in placing u wall of bayonets across

the pike and shutting Schofield off at!

Spring Hlll, when the Federal army In
the west wonld be at his mercy. Call
ing Generals Cheatham and Cleburne
to his side, Hood directed thelr eyes
upon the plke where Schofield's wag-
ony and thelr Infantry guards wers

. moving from Columbin back to Spring

Fill. Bald be to Cheatham: “General,
do you see the enemy there, retreating
rapidly to escape ua? Go with your
corps, take posseasion of that pike at
or near Bpring Hil. * * * Do this
at once.”

His subordinates moved away to
obey this command and bimself to or-
der up another corps, and, this accom-
plished, Bchofiold's army wonld be lost.
Forrest's cavalry beld all of the croas-
roads from the plke north of Bpring
[, In a line east and south, to Duck
river, having bowled Wilson's men off
to the northeast out of reach. From 8
o'elock untll dark there were constant
skirmishing and some bheavy fgbting
near Spring HI between Stanley's
men and those of Cheatham and For-
rest, but Hood returned to the spot at
dusk ohly to find that Cheatham had
not put his line across the pike. Cle-
burne's division that had been relied
on for that feat had blundered In the
firat nttempt nnd then come to a dead
standstill, Hood broaght with him the

leading division of Btewart’s corps and,
lenrning of Cleburne's fallure, ordered
that body of troops to form on OCle-
burne's line 80 an to carry It across the
plke. But by this time Stanley had
given the Confederates a taste of gen-
uine fighting that stirred up thelr cau-
tion,

Thelr nasanlts on the pike at Bpring
Hill hnd been stubbornly repulsed, and
Btewart went about his work on the
nlow and sure plan of reconnoltering.
In the end bis troops went Into bivouac
dlong the plke and not seross it

An the evening rolled on Bchofleld's
wagons and men hurrying away from
Columbla marched along the plke un-
der the eyes of the plckets of Cheat-
bham apd Stewart and were fired upon,
but they sealously went thelr way.
Hood at length ealled upon Forrest to
do the work the Infantry had falled
in, but when the redoubtable trooper
got bls men In line they had no ammu-
pitlon and would not advance,

A band of about 2,000 under General
Jackson galloped on northward and at-
tempted to cut the plke beyond Bpring
Hill, but were repulsed, and from mid-
night to daylight of the 30th Behofleld's
men retreated, virtually unopposed, in
the preseuce of superior numbers of
thelr foes resting dly within earshot
of thelr march. For General Sherman
to have counted in advance upon such
unexplainable conduct on the part of
Oleburne, Cheatham and Forrest, with
Hood among them and at thelr head,
would havé besn madnian's folly. But
that, and that alone, saved Tennessee
and the porth and checked Hood's dar-
ing adventure.

The most reasonable explanation of
Hood's conduct on the night of Nov, 20
is<that he tired himself out physically
during the afterncon, and his wsual
high courage oomed out with his wan.

. ing energy.
